B) claimed separation allowance for a dependant subsequent- 
ly desires to make a claim, such claim will not be considered, 
except in cases where it can bo shown that at the date of the 
soldier’s enlistment (or joining from Army Reserve, Class 
B) the person for whom an allowance is subsequently claimed 
was in receipt of either : — 


(o) Separation allowance as the wife of a soldier and 
was therefore debarred at that time from receiving 
separation allowance as a dependant in addition ;

But when such a movo is followed by others before the 
normal periods of stay at the new stations have been com- 
pleted, such moves may be rogarded as ‘ abnormal ’ in 
order to entitle a unit or individual to claim the speoial 
concessions sanctioned in paragraph I below. Each case 
should, however, be considered on its merits and decided by 
the General Officer Commanding, Division or Independent 
Brigade, in consultation with his Controller, and only such 
cases as cannot be disposed of accordingly should be sub- 
mitted through tho Q. M. G. in India for the orders of the 
Government of India. 

3. The numerous claims on this account include various 
items of expenditure which can fairly be classified as a 
charge against the State, but some also include expenses 
which the unit Ehould reasonably he expected to meet.

The attention oE officers in command of troop trains is

(h) One month’s leave annually on full pjy which iray 
be accumulated to three months, but, in tho case of 
Government grass mule attendants attached to 
silladar cavalry, not more than 30 per cent should he 
granted leave annually. (No extension can ho 
granted to departmental followers except on Medical 
Certificate in which case full pay will he passed for 
the whole period.) KBtallishments iu Burma 
recruited in India, may, if necessary, be granted 
an extension of leave without pay on executing an 
agreement for a fresh period of three years’ fervico 
in Burma. 

Note {*) .—The above, does not refer to attested transport 
attendants attached to each of the various transport units, 
unorganized transport, or mule drivers of Pioneer Regiments 
tmd 15tb (Burma) Company, 2nd Sappers and Miners, 30 per 
cent of whom, provided their services can be spared without 
extra expense, may be granted three months’ leave on full pay. 

Note («J. — Commanding Officers of units are permitted to 
grant regimental public followers leave without pay not 
exceeding two months, either in combination with, or in 
extension of, tho leave mentioned m (6) above and ofso in 
clause (a) of Part II, Appendix II.

— Tho leave rules for regimental followers entertain- 
ed on and after 1st April 1913, are contained in Part II, 
Appendix II. Those enrolled or attested under the Indian

Add at a new parayiaph . — " 271 A . — Under the rules iru

1977. Position of Artificers on being posted to other

As some uncertainty appears to exist regarding the 
position o£ soldiers holding artificers appointments* who be- 
come supernumerary to establishment owing to wounds, sick- 
ness, or other causes, it is notified that a soldier, who baa once 
been graded aB an artificer, retains his appointment and con- 
tinues in receipt of the pay thereof under any circamstances 
uffSjr'deprived of his appointment for misconduct or in- 
efficiency. 

Care should be taken that artificers arc only posted to 
other units or drafted to Expeditionary Forces to fill vacan- 
cies for such, and arrangements made to absorb any super- 
numeraries in the establishment of artificers at the earliest 
possible opportunity. 

This instruction does not apply to soldiers holding acting 
appointments carrying additional pay (<?. g., under Art. 905 
or 906, Pay Warrant) ; and where establishments are filled 
with acting rank a soldier bolding an artificer appointment 
while in possession of such rank will, on reverting to his 
substantive rank, take up the corresponding artificer appoint- 
ment, c.g., an acting corporal shoeing smith will on reverting
